1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason 
for allowance is the inclusion of the language "at least one of the first conductive layer and the 
second conductive layer generating a magnetic field having the same direction as that of the bias 
magnetic field through a sense current." The prior art does not generate (i.e. to produce or bring 
into existence) by way of conductive layers a magnetic field in the same direction as that of the 
bias magnetic field through the sense current. The prior alters an existing field in the free layer.
